Yea, 
one false friend, in my estimation, is moré 
dangerous than a thousand open enemies, 
And when a preacher has not sufficient 
motives in his love to God and the cause 
| of truth, regard for his own character and 
the pleasuses resulting from virtuous aé- 
tions, to restrain him from open immoral- 
ities (for of such only could a committee 
take cognizance) in my view, the soonet 
he disgraced himself so as to be obliged 
to leave the ministry, the better it would 
be for the cause.

This remark is support- 
ed by facts so far as my observation has 
extended, and it is confirmed by the testt- 
mony of all with whom I have conversed, 
that have had any opportunity to observe 
its effects. [ forbear to cite instances, be 
cause [ do not wish to cast reflections on 
individuals. It has also an injurious influ- 
ence on the preachers by whom the pow- 
ers are exercised, in generating a spirit of 
rivalship among them, promoting jealous- 
ies, and encouraging them to seek for oth- 
ers’ failings, instead of curing their own. 
In more than one instance, if I mistake 
| not, this idea of jurisdiction has been car- 
ried so far already, that one has claimed 
| a right to a certain territory, and insisted 
that another should not encroach on it.— 
But were this imaginary idea of jurisdiction 
done away, if it did not entirely remove 
the jealousy and rivalship, it would cer- 
tainly take away the opportunity of man- 
ifesting them in public, and prevent their 
being fed by actual collision. This too 
/ would at once settle the question concern- 
ing the relationship between the different 
| Associations and Conventions, leaving 
nothing about which to contend. But grant 
them the authority they now claim, and 
the clergy in each Association or Conven- 
tion become, to al! intents a religious Ar- 
islocracy, a privileged class of people, 
with powers nearly equal to the judicial 
department of our government, and un- 
ceasing disputes will arise concerning the 
extent of their jurisdiction. This imagi- 
‘nary distinction has a tendency to produce 
a pernicious influence on those upon whom 
itis conferred, by causing them to feel as 
though they possessed rights that do not 
belong to other Christians; while it has 
the effect to depreciate the standing of all 
who have not received it; like the stamp 
on paper. it makes a distinction without a 
difference.
